WAR TAX ON TOBACCO 


IS DUE ON JULY 1ST 


Dealers Must Post Paid Stamp Tax in 


Conspicuous Place—Fifty Per 


Cent. Fine Through Failure. 


The month of June Is an important 
month to all dealers in tobacco. Tlie 
emergency tax act adds very largely 
to those who may become liable to the 
penalties prescribed in Sec. 3239 of the 
general revenue act. By that section 
all persons liable to special tax of any 
Kind are required to post, and keep 
posted In a conspicuous place In their 
'establishment a 
stamp or stamps 


Bhowing they had paid the special 
tax. 


During this month all tobacco deal- 
ers made liable to the special or 
emergency tax must make their appli- 
cation to the revenue collectors for 
stamps to cover their business until 
December 31. 1915. The amount of 
the tax is levied on the business done 
since July 1, 1914, but the tax is to 
be paid only on six months' business. 


On July 1, all persons liable to epe - 
clal tax, and who are now in the busi- 
ness must have the stamps BhowinK 
payment of the tax or be liable under 
section 3239 to a penalty equal 'to the 
special 'tax, but In no case shall the 
penalty be less than $10. In addition.
